DUPONT, Wash. — An Amtrak train mak- 
ing the first-ever run along a faster new 
route hurtled off an overpass south of Seat- 
tle on Monday and spilled some of its cars 
onto the highway below, killing at least 
three people, injuring more than 100 and 
crushing two vehicles, authorities said. 

Attention quickly turned to Train 501’s 


er app showed the train was going 81.1 mph 
about a quarter of a mile from the point 
where it derailed, where the speed limit is 
significantly lower.

Soup pays 
$4.9B for 
snacks 


Ina salty turn, the Camden 
company is acquiring snack 
maker Snyder’s-Lance Inc.

In its biggest acquisition ever, Camp- 
bell Soup Co. said Monday that it 
would pay $4.87 billion for snack mak- 
er Snyder’s-Lance Inc., whose brands 
also include Kettle and Cape Cod pota- 
to chips — a bid for the revenue 
growth that has eluded the Camden 
company for years. 

The deal, Campbell’s 
sixth in the last five 
years, stands in sharp 
contrast to most of its 
other recent acquisi- 
tions. Those were de- 
signed to move Camp- 
bell into fresher-food 
categories seen by its 
leadership as more in 
line with today’s con- 
sumers, though manage- 
ment frequently highlighted snacks as 
a target for expansion. 

“With the addition of Snyder’s-Lance 
to Campbell, we will dramatically shift 
our portfolio toward the faster-growing 
snacking category,” Campbell’s presi- 
dent and chief executive, Denise Morri- 
son, told analysts on a conference call. 
Snacks will amount to nearly half of 
Campbell’s annual revenue, while soup
